By presenting two method claims free of 

112 issues and depending on the allowable compound, claims 1-18, 37-38 are allowed. The 

method of using combination of compounds of NK1 receptor antagonist with odensaetron or 

dexamethasone are conventional practice in the art (see CA references cited on PTO-892).
